In  any  organization,  periodic  assessment  is  one  of  the  major 
procedures  in  measuring  growth  potential,  reviewing  strategies 
and  planning  for  future  development.

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  annual  Turkey  Roll  Reunion 
(first  Friday  of  December)  is  not  intended  to  be  a  money 
maker.  It's  initial  purpose  in  the  50' s  was  camaraderie  and 
renewing  of  friendships.  To  this  end,  a  stag  evening  was 
adopted.  There  is  no  charge  to  get  in,  although  many  pay 
their  membership  of  $15.00  at  the  door.  The  cost  of  the  bar 
and  chips  is  minimal  and  meant  only  to  cover  operating 
expenses.  The  $425.00  made  this  year  goes  to  offset  the  ever 
rising  cost  of  the  Blue  Banner.  Many  volunteers  work  the 
evening  without  charge  and  have  been  doing  so  for  years.  We 
owe  them  thanks. 

The  Blae  Banner  is  published  twice  a  year  and  it's  our  only 
avenue  of  communication  with  you.  Over  the  years  we  have 
added  a  GRAD  PROFILE,  a  SPORT  HIGHLIGHT,  and  a  NEWS 
FROM  YOU  column.  The  two  issues  cost  $5,200  (includes 
postage).  Some  400  Banners  are  printed  of  which  900  are 
given  free  to  the  students,  the  future  grads.  Of  the  3,100 
grads  on  our  up-dated  mailing  list,  170  have  paid  their  $15.00 
membership  to  finance  its  publication.  Hence  the  need  and 
frequent  reminder  for  membership  renewal.

Grad  Profile  ■  Dennis  MiUs  ('64) 


In  1980  Dennis  went  to  Ottawa.  There  he  worked  with  Jim 
Fleming  who  was  the  Minister  of  Multiculturalism,  and  Mark 
Laionde  who  was  then  the  Minister  of  Energy.  For  the 
following  three  years  he  worked  in  the  Prime  Minister's  Office. 
Dennis  remarked  that  some  of  the  highlights  of  that  period 
were  the  Referendum,  the  Constitution,  and  the  Six  and  Five 
program.  In  the  same  breath  he  revealed  his  greatest 
frustration  while  working  for  Trudeau.  The  Prime  Minister 
denied  his  special  request  that  Hugh  McDougall  go  to  the 
Senate.  Hugh,  Dennis'  history  teacher,  had  always  told  the 
boys  that  if  one  of  them  ever  got  a  jwsition  in  Ottawa,  to 
remember  that  the  job  of  a  Senator  has  to  be  the  greatest  job 
in  the  world. 

After  graduation  from  St.  Michael's  in  1964,  Dennis  attended 
the  University  of  St.  Thomas  in  Houston,  Texas.  He  left 
Houston  to  join  Chairman  Mills,  the  family  business.  Former 
St.  Michael's  grads,  Mike  Lecour,  Walter  Winnick  and  John 
Upper  later  became  a  part  of  the  organization. 

After  Trudeau  resigned  Dennis  joined  Magna  International  as 
Vice  President  of  Corporate  Affairs.  Magna  is  Canada's  most 
diversified  automotive  parts  manufacturer,  and  Frank  Stronach, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  has  to  be  one  of  Canada's  most 
exciting  entrepreneurs. 


Recently,  Dennis  was  appointed  Chairman  of  Opportunities 
Canada,  Canada's  first  International  Investment  Conference. 
Dennis  says  that  he  owes  a  lot  to  St.  Mike's.  He  further 
comments  that  one  of  the  highlights  of  returning  to  Toronto 
was  working  with  former  colleagues  to  help  the  Saint  Michael's 
Buzzers  and  the  Henry  Carr  Crusaders.  He  offers  a  special 
thanks  to  Father  Art  Holmes  who  kept  him  on  the  hockey  team 
when  he  didn't  know  what  a  blue  line  was.  He  speaks  often 
of  two  of  the  greatest  coaches  he  ever  had.  Jack  Fenn  and 
Mike  Lavelle. 

Dennis,  whose  favourite  expressions  are,  'never  better',  'we 
can  make  it  happen',  and  'you  are  a  great  Canadian',  said, 
"the  confidence  I  gained  through  my  colleagues  and  teachers 
at  St.  Mike's  allowed  me  to  take  on  the  many  challenges  of 
the  past  years,  but  most  imponant  of  all,  the  spirit  of  the 
Basilian  community  and  the  chemistry  of  the  locker  room  gave 
me  that  sense  of  team  that  is  critical,  be  it  at  Chairman  Mills, 
in  Ottawa,  or  in  the  boardroom.  These  sentiments  are  not 
mine  alone.  1  have  heard  them  expressed  time  and  time  again 
by  fellow  classmates  and  men  who  graduated  from  St. 
Mike's".

Cross  Country  Summary 


Paul  Barry  ['73] 

In  1984  the  Blue  Harriers  won  their  sixth  consecutive 
T.D.C.A.A.  Overall  Title,  but  it  appeared  the  dynasty  might 
come  to  an  abrupt  end  in  the  autumn  of  1985.  The  St. 
Michael's  team  had  defeated  its  main  rival.  Upper  Canada 
College  by  a  mere  ten  points  and  had  managed  to  win  only 
one  age  division  title-the  Senior  Crown.  The  1985  Blue 
Harriers,  however,  proved  the  experts  were  wrong. 

The  team  not  only  swept  all  three  age  division  championships, 
but  they  won  the  overall  title  defeating  runner-up.  Upper 
Canada  by  200  points.  The  Bantam  and  Junior  divisions  were 
won  quite  handily  by  S.M.C.,  and  the  Senior  team  that  had 
been  picked  to  finish  fourth  behind  Leger,  Power  and  Carr, 
surprised  everyone  by  their  victory. 

In  the  past  seven  years  the  Blue  Harriers  have  won  a  total  of 
23    T.D.C.A.A.    titles--seven    Overall    Championships,    seven 
Senior    championships    and    five    in    each    of    the    Junior    and 
Bantam  divisions. 

At  the  Provincial  Championships  in  Brockville  the  Bantam 
Blue  Harriers  place  four  runners  in  the  top  twenty  positions  to 
win  the  OFSAA  gold  medal,  114  points  ahead  of  the  second 
place  school.  The  Bantams  were  led  by  Danny  Grossi  who 
placed  second  in  the  individual  standings-the  best  ever 
finished  by  a  St.  Michael's  student  in  an  OFSAA  Cross 
Country  Final.  The  Juniors  finished  the  season  as  the 
province's  number  five  team.  TTie  Seniors,  led  by  sixth  place 
Peter  Fonseca  ('86)  were  an  impressive  third.  For  the  seventh 
straight  year  the  Blue  Harriers  had  proven  that  they  were 
Ontario's  best  Overall  Boy's  Cross  Country  team.

South  of  the  49th  parallel  Blue  Harrier  alumni  were  also 
running  well.  Freshman,  ROBERT  CATTANA  ('85)  was  one  of 
the  top  runners  on  the  Princeton  team.  Another  freshman, 
MIKE  McGOWAN  ('85)  Athlete  of  the  Year,  was  a  scorer  on 
the  North  Carolina  team  that  finished  fifth  in  the  N.C.A.A. 
Championship.
